place of Cuban sugar* in the 
world's markets. In America 
the price of raw sugar 1* near- 
ly doubled by a protective tar- 
iff and Cuba seeks this high 
price through reciprocity arrangements. 


"Objection is made by the "protected 


sugar interests of America that re- 
ciprocity will so stimulate the pro- 
duction of Cuban sugar as to seriously 
affect the protected sugar production 
of this country, if not destroy It. It 1* 
claimed that It is unfair to give Cu-

CUBAN INDEPENDENCE BEFORE ANNEXATION. 
T 


HE question ot Cuban annexation is brought 
forward in various forms in interviews which 


have been published in the press dispatches. 
Gen- 


eral James H. Wilson, formerly Governor of M stan- 
zas, leads up to the subject in a way that is tile re- 
verse of complimentary to the United States gov- 
ernment. He says that this country has been false 
to its promises. While disclaiming the right of sov- 
ereignty over tbe island it has exercised the powers 
of sovereignty persistently. It may now make par- 
tial amends by granting reciprocity to the Cubans 
and by protecting them against foreign nations with 
a Dingley tariff. Ultimately annexation will coiue 
as a natnral evolution. 


A certain D. de Peau, who is said to be one of 


the most noted physicians of the island, would give 
the natural evolution a little artificial assistance. 
He declares that there will be a revolution if Presi- 
dent Paltua attempts to take his seat, and that 
though tariff concessions would furnish relief an- 
nexation is the only thorough remedy possible for 
tbe existing ills. 


The Chicago Record-Herald considers these in- 


terviews as not wholly satisfactory- 
If General 


Wilson's premises are sound we have no authority 
to frame a tariff for Cuba. 
People who are of light 


free and independent make tariffs for themselves, 
and even a Platt amendment does not deny them 
toe privilege 
The initiative in a campaign for an- 


nexation should be left to the Cubans als# 
We 


are bound to adroit this by the highest considera-
